The reasons for this deve- 
lopment are not far to seek. 
Most immigrants have been 
coming to Israel from rather 
backward countries and are 
still umaccustomed to dealing 
with banks: they are perhaps 
even somewhat distrustful of 
them. Other causes - of con- 
siderable importance may 
have been widespread black 
market activities and tax 
evasion. These, of course, af- 
fect the old Yishuv-as well.
